1. Bie report fro* the American embassy in Chine to the State Department 
of 27 November 1942 (in telegram Bo. l 68 [a], the Chinese embassy was named 
in error) deals with the existence of extensive trade betveen the Japanese 
in occupied territory and Chinese industrialists in the unoccupied territory 
of Oiina. The principal objects of the trade are wolfram, tung oil, wool 
and bristles. 

2. ARTHUR' s [ ARWR] [i] personal report, compiled by him in BEW[ii], con- 
tains proof of the fact that because of transport difficulties it is 
necessary finally to give up the idea of sealing American troops to China: 
instead of this it is better to send arms to the the Chinese army. 

According to the calculations of the author even with the help of the 
Burma Road [4 groups unrecovered J only 6 divisions per year.
